cians as one of the most important 
medical discoveries of the day has 
been made by Dr. Charles C. Barrows, 
a gynecologist, who If, one of the visit- 
ing physicians to Bellevue hospital, in 
New York, and has been connected 
with that iustitutiou for sixteen years. 


Revolutionizing the method of treat- 


iug blood poison, Dr. Barrows' specific 
—for such it may be—tends to rob that 
disease of its terrors and, some mem- 
bers of the medical fraternity believe, 
will prove most valuable in other mal- 
adies that usually have a fatal icbult, 
says the New. York Herald. The one 
patient whom Dr. Barrows has treated 
by his new method was at the point of 
death when he was called in. Now she 
is practically well. 


By destroying the bacteria that cre- 


ate blood poisoning does Dr. Barrows 
baffle the disease. 
To do this he es- 


chews the use of medicines and injects 
into the patient's \e\ns a weakened so 
lution of what is known as formalin. 
This is a 40 per cent solution of for 
maldgliyde gas in water. 
This gas, 


which is an oxidation of incthjl alco- 
hol, has strong gertnicidal qualities, be- 
ing stronger than carbolic acid and 
only slightly inferior to corrosive sub- 
limate. 
Formalin, its solution in wa- 


ter, is a powerful antiseptic and is fre- 
quently applied outwardly in surgery. 
For years it has been used as a pro 
servative for food products. 


In his -observation of the many cases 


of blood poisoning which came under 
his notice Dr. Barrows arrived :rt the 
conclusion It was absolutely necessary !» 
to destroy the bacteria if the disease j < J 
was to be fought successfully. 
In his 


search for an agent by which the end , 
might be gained he thought of for- j 
inalin, and a careful study convinced 
him it might be employed efficaciously, 
with no harm to the patient. 


He found his first opportunity of put- 


ting his theory to the test in Bellevue 
hospital. 
Alice Bentley. a n egress, 


t\\ enty-six years old, was taken to the 
institution on Christmas day suffering 
from blood poisoning. She had fallen 
downstairs a month before, injuring 
herself severely. 
When she entered 


the hospital, her temperature was 104.3 
degrees and her pulse was 124. After 
the birth of a baby she had a severe 
chill, and her temperature was 10.~> de- 
grees. 
She was transferred to the 


gynecological ward and her tempera- 
ture increased to 106.8 degrees. She 
became worse daily, and when Dr. 
Barrows was called in, on Jan. 2. she 
seemed to be at the point of death. She 
was semicouiatose and was 'muttering 
incoherently. Her respiration was rap- 
id and labored, her pulse rauged from 
130 to 160 and her temperature was 
108 degrees. Never had a person in 
such a condition been known to re- 
cover. 


It was reported to Dr. Barrows that 


on Dec. 30 a small portion of the pa- 
tient's blood had been drawn from her 
arm and that Dr. Buxton, a bacteriol- 
ogist connected with the Cornell Med- 
ical college, had made a culture, which 
showed the presence of the virulent 
bacteria of septicaemia, or streptococci. 
She had blood poisoning iu its most 
virulent form. Into one of the large 
veins of the right arm Dr. Barrows 
tried to inject one liter of formalin so- 
lution, of the strength of one part of 
formalin to 5,000 parts of water, but 
the woman's delirium aud restlessness 
made this a difficult operation aud a 
small quantity of the formalin was 
lost, about 500 centimeters of the so- 
lution finding its way into the circula- 
tion. 


The result was sueb as to make the 


physicians marvel. The temperature 
fell almost immediately, and the pulse 
showed an instantaneous improvement. 
This continued, and at 0 o'clock the 
next morning, sixteen hours after the 
Injection, the temperature was 303 dc- 
frrees instead of 10$, and the pulse had 
fallen from 100 to 10 J. But as the day 
passed the temperature rose to 102.4 
degrees and then fell again until it was 
only 03. The next day the patient, 
whose general condition had improved, 
had a relapse, and her temperature re- 
corded 105 degrees.

The flre was at- 
tributed to an explosion of malt 


Any fine inflammable 
dust when 


mixed with a certain proportion of dry 
air will explode. There was a previous 
similar accident in a New York candy 
manufactory. 
A 
terrific 
explosion 


which wrecked the entire building was 
discovered to be due to the fact that 
particles of fine icing sugar had been 
allowed to invade the room where the 
furnaces were. 


An eminent authority on explosives 


declares that many of those accidents 
in coal mines usually attributed to fire 
damp have been caused by dry coal 
dust suspended in tbe galleries having 
been accidentally fired. Even so appar- 
ently as innocent a substance as flour 
becomes 
fearfully 
explo^ne when 


mixed in suitable proportions with dry 
air. 


Another substance that has proved to 


be extremely dangerous when stored in 
large quantities is chlorate of potash. 
A disaster some roars ago in a bis Lon- 
don factory proved the destructive 
powers of this simple remedy for colds. 


Sugar and chlorate of potash mixed 


form an explosive which has been tried 
for blasting purposes, but so dangerous 
a compound is it that any explosive 
containing these ingredients is not like- 
ly to pass the government tests in this 
country. 


A good many years ago it was dis- 


covered that cellulose soaked in strong 
nitric acid changed from a substance 
no more harmful than paper to a fierce 
explosive. The number of materials on 
which nitric acfd will work a similar 
transformation 
is 
almost 
endless. 


Wood,- paper, straw, coal, peat, pitch, 
starch, sugar, tea tan, phosphorus, iron, 
zinc, copper and magnesium are only a 
few that could be named. 


One of the best known and most ter- 


rible of these mixtures is nitroglycerin, 
which is simply nitric acid aud com- 
mon glycerin mixed together and al- 
lowed to fall into a stream of water. 
Dynamite is nothing- more than nitro- 
glycerin absorbed by some spongy sub- 
stance. Alum, asbestus, plaster of par- 
is, sawdust, bran, meal, even dried and 
pounded potatoes, have been employed 
for this purpose, but the substance 
most commonly employed is -what is 
known as "kiescl guhr." or spongy 
earth. This is the kind of clay formed 
of minute fossil shells, great beds of 
which are found in Germany and oth- 
er parts of the world. 


Guncotton. which was first made in 


1840, is the form of nitro compound 
usually employed in war. It is manu- 
factured from ordinary cotton waste 
treated with a mixture of nitric and 
sulphuric acids. 


There is one very curious point about 


guncotton. It cannot be made from 
raw cotton in the bale; waste cotton is 
necessary for its manufacture. It seems 
as if the bleaching to which manufac- 
tured cotton has been subjected has 
something to do with fitting the waste 
for becoming explosive material. Oily 
waste is. however, completely useless 
for making guncotton. and if even a 
little is carelessly used a whole batch 
of the manufactured product may be 
spoiled. 


Guncotton is so extraordinarily sud- 


den iu its action that a small quantity 
has been exploded in contact with a 
heap of gunpowder aud has failed to 
set tire to it. 


The great advantage which guncot- 


ton possesses over all other explosives 
is that damp does not injure it. In 
fact, wet guncotton explodes with just 
as great violence as dry. but is of 
course much harder to flre. Conse- 
quently it is one of the safest explo- 
sives to carry, as it can be thoroughly 
wetted before packing and kept wet 
during transport- For mining purposes 
or for use in war guncotton is usually 
compressed into hard.cakes. 


The cordite which is now used in 


British military rifles is » rather more 
compound substance, being composed j 
of 
thirty-seven 
parts of 
guncotton j 


mixed with fifty-eight of nitroglycerin j 
and five parts of mineral jelly. 
It is 


formed into little cords cath three- 
eighths of an inch in diameter. These j 
are made up into little fagots which i 
arc placed in the cartridges.

DIAMOND FROM THE SKY. 


Genuine Gem Fonnd In a Forty 


Pound Meteorite In Arizona. 


A diamond that fell from the sky is 


on exhibition-at the American Museum 
of Natural History in Now York. It 
belongs to Professor George Frederick 
Ivtinz and is part of a forty pound me- 
teorite he found in Canyon Diablo, at 
the foot of the' Crater rno^ntaffiTTfri1'* 
zona, says the New York Evening- Jour- 
ual. 


The diamond was not discovered un- 


til after nearly all of the chisels In tho 
possession of Dr. E. A. Foote of Phil- 
adelphia, to whom the meteorite was 
sent, had been broken in an attempt to 
cut through the surface. An emery 
wheel was also ruined, and then corun- 
dum, the hardest substance next to dia- 
monds, was tried in polishing the sur- 
face of the find. 


The diamond rests on a small jagged 


area of less pure carbon about the size 
of a large marble. 


Scientists differ as to -whether dia- 


monds exist in the mineralogy of other 
planets or whether the diamond was 
formed in the flight to earth. The the- 
ory is advanced in connection with the 
latter idea that the enormous pressure 
applied to the interior of a mass of 
iron by the heating of tbe exterior by 
friction would crystallize the carbon la 
the center and form a diamond.
